ave thefe words:He defcended into Hell; thethird day be 
rofe again from the dead, He afcended into Heawen, &c. 

Pray, Gentlemen, How could he be that day in Hea- 
wen, if, as the Apo(tle’s Creed mentions, he rofe not 
from the dead till the third day, 

AAc isan ufual figure in rheSacred Writings to ap- 
ply Perfonality to either Soul or Body in a Strate of 
Separation. And theretore, Chrift’s Soul, upon it’s 
departure from the Body, might advance to Hea- 
ven, from whence it might afterward return in or- 
der to it’s Reunion with that Companion, which 
was mot to fee Corruption: But tho’ in cur Solution 
concerning Chrift’s Defcent into Hell, we affirm’d, 
thacthe Text, you menrion, cou'd not be expound- 
ed of a Paradife Diftinét from Heaven with that 
firm affurance, as to ground an Article of Faith up- 
on it, yer neither can We with firm affarance fay, 
thatit is Nor fo. And if Varadile may be expound- 
ed (as it Poffibly may ) in the Jewifh Notion of the 
Word, it wholly removes the Foundation of your 
Cneftion. But you may take Notice too (as we 
have formeriy obferv’d) chat Chrift does not fay, 
thou fhals Go with me bite Paradite (as tho’ there 
were to be a Local Motien on his own pare ) but 
thou fhalc Be with mein Rasadiie. And therefore, 
as Chriit mighr {peak the words with regard to his 
Diviniry, fo that Divinity Méigér difplay i felf to 
the Deparred Saints in a Separate Paradife, tho’ in 
a Iefs Proportion, as to be {ure it woud do in it's 
Heaven'y Refidence. 

Q. Bellarminus in Apologia, ec. 

Latin wot being fo proper for the Publick, we beg 
leave to Epitomife in Englif, Bellarmine’s reafoning 
againft King James J. for retaining the Title of De- 
fender of the Faith, 

By the Title of Defender of the Faith, what other 
can be intended than that very Faith, which He de- 
fended, on whom the Title was at firft beftow’d. But 
Henry VIEL. on whom the Bifbop of Rome firft confer'd 
the Title, defended in his Book ag aint Luther, /uch 
Articles of Faith, as King James utterly renounces. 
But wiy does be retain a Title given by the Pope? If 
the Pope be Chrijt’s Vicar, why does he not obey him ? 


If he be an Enemy of Chrift’s, why does he mot difclaim 
a Charaéter beflow’d by Antichrift ? 

A. Bellarm ne’s Realoning feems to Us to have no 
{mall weight init, if we allow, that King James I. 
retain'd the Title as a Donation of the Pope's. But 
this, we pre{ume, may very fairly be denied, and 
fince the very Foundation of his reafoning may be 
remov'd, the Fabrick muft of confequence fall with 
it, King Fames therefore was a Defender of rhe 
Faith, not becaufe the Bifhop of Rome firft beftow'd 
the Title, bur becaufe his Koyal Officeengag’d him 
to Defend a Church, that is a Terror to the Papa- 
cy, a Dread to thoie of a Corrupted Faith; che 
Bulwark of the Protefiant Religion, the Glory of 
the Reformation. A Church, that has wifely cho- 
fen the middle way between both exrremes, that at 
once Difcards Superititious Fuolertes, and yer Pre- 
ferves an aimable Decorum. A Church the moft 
Apoftically Pure, thar enjoyns us Decent, Become- 
ing Ceremonies, and yet reaches not for Doétrines the 
Commandments of Men.

They: write, 
that the Batteries being in a readinefs the 2ift they be- 
gan that Morning to make a terrible fire, to make a 
New Breach on the Right, and inlarge that on tlie 
Left, which was fo fuccefsfully perform’d, that on the 
22d at gin the Afternoon, the Garrifon beat a Parley, 
and offer:d to Capitulate for the Town. This -Propo- 
fal being accepted, and Hoftages given on both fides 
it was agreed, that the Marefchal de Boufflers thou’d 
Capitulate tor the Garrifon with Prince fugene ; and 
that the Magiftrates and Counct! ot the Town fhoud 
do the like for themielves, and the Chaftelany of [Lille 
with the Field Depuries of the Statés General ; chat 
the Articles demanded by the Town were fo large, thae 
the Capitulation was not figa’d tll the 23d in the 
Forenoon. ‘That from the Hague Octob. 30. Tis ad- 
visd, that on Thuridayolult, the 2gth‘in the Nighe, 
Lieurenant Colione! Deutz, Adjucant 9 the Prince of 
Naflan, arrived there’ with the fff News of the Ca- 
pitulation of Lilie, afd ‘a ~Lettér from that Prince, 
congratujating thetrJdigh-and Mightinefleson chis great 
Succels, hat they have prefented. the faid. Collonel 
with a Gold Chain anda Medal, valued at 1520 Flo- 
nos, anfSchac the Baron de Rechterens who arrived 
there tne. z7ch in che Morning wich the. Capitulaci- 
on, is likéwife to recetve the uiual Préfent ; That the 

xt day in the Bvening; by the Order of .the Cotn- 
cu of State, there were extraordinary Ehanksgivings 
vertorm’d in all’ the Churches of ‘that City for the 
Surrender of Lille, that the Great ‘Guns ot the Vy- 
verberg were fird, gad: the Garrifon beiag drawn up 
there, inade fevesal difcharges, that their Bells were 
rung, and Bomfires mite; with all other demoaftratt 
ons ot joy for to gloprous and important a Conquef2 
dhatthe Magifvates of Lille have complimented. the 
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Prince of Holfteicbeck on his Government, and defir'’d 
his Proteftio# and Favour, and that they found the 
Magazines very much unprovided, the Mareichal de 
ete having caufed meoft.of the Ammunition and 
rovifions to be remov'd into the Cittadél. That the 
Duke of Maskiorough has caufed great quantities of 
Corn to'be gather'd tor the Subfiftance of the Troops, 
and has detach’d che Hereditary Prince of Hefle Caffel 
with a good Body ot Troops, to raife Contributions 
of Money and Provifions in Artois and Picardy ; that 
upon his Approach a Detachment of French | roops 
who were intrenching themfelves near la Baile, im- 
medjately retix’d hat the Confederate Army will 
continue 7 or § days longer in the Neighbourhood of 
Lille, by which time the Fortifications of that Place 
will be in a good meaiure repaid, there having been 
tcooo W'orkmen order’d for that purpole 5 the fame 
Letters add, that the Trenches were to be open’d as 
vefterday, before the Citadel. That from Ghent tis 
advis’d, that the Freach make fome Difpofitions, as 
tho they defign’d to quit that place.
